Mr. Enrror,—On Sunday forenoon, April 
6th, it was given out from the pulpit at the 
Methodist meeting in 4th street, commonly 
called the Academy, that a missionary sermon 
would be delivered in St George’s Methodist 
meeting house, the following Monday evening, 
and that tickets of admission might be had at 
about a dozen different: places name!, price 
of each ticket twenty-five cents. Two Indian 
chiefs were to be ent, who had been ton- 
verted through the missionaries, and who 

ld address the audience on the occasion. 
‘his no doubt, would excite the curiosity of 
great numbers, and induce them to purchase 
the tickets, and most probably was intended 
for that purpose. Besides the sale of tickets 
for admission, a collection was also to be ta- 
ken up, all to aid the cause of missions to the 
Indians. I am told that tickets of admission 
were sold to the amount of about 50 dollars, 
and that the collection amounted to aboui 100 
dollars more. Now howthe Methodist socie- 
ty, at the time the Annual Conference was 
sitting in this city, could so degrade them- 
selves and the gospel by selling tickets of ad- 
mission to hear a missionary sermon, and then 
demand a collection of the people besides, is 
surprising. If by such conduct they do not 
ruin more Indians than they save, and injure 
the cause of Christianity more than they pro- 
mote ils interests, I shall be much mistaken. I 
do not recollect ever before to have heard of 
selling tickets to be admitted to hear a mis- 
sionary discourse, as managers of theatres 
sell tickets to be admitted to hear plays ; but 
it is not sufficient it seems to pay for a ticket 
of admission, but the simple people must con- 
tribute besides.

FROM THE REFORMER. 
MISSIONS TO INDIA. 


The following extract from a joint commu- 
nication of the Baptist Missionaries at Cal- 
cutta, ag ang in the London Baptist Mag- 
azine for Jan. 1828, presents but a gloomy 
picture ofthe success of missionary efforts in 
that part of the world. These missionaries 
appear to be more honest than some of their 
brethren, or we should have had a more fa- 
vourable account. 


In direeting your attention to our several 
spheres of labour, we regret exceedingly, that, 
with respect to native work, there is much 
that is calculated to discourage and occasion 
the severest grief to our minds, Our great 
anxiety has been to witness the conversion of 
multitudes to the Son of God, but, hitherto, 
the pleasure has been denied us. Thousands 
of persons have heard the Gospel every 
week in our chapels; but fora long time, 
(with the exception of a female with whose 
piety we are well satisfied and who was bap- 
tised in January last,) no serious inquiries 
have appeared. Added to this, the conduct 
of several who have professed Christ has, 
particularly of late, given us much sorrow, 
and constrained us to separate them from the 
chureh, and ee: them for atime, from 
partaking of the Lord’s ~~ Four others 
also, out of a yery small number of native 
members, have been removed, in the alot- 
menis of Providence, to a distance up the 
country, but, we hope, not out of the reach of 
Christian privileges. These things, therefore, 
have contributed greatly te lessen the num- 
bers of the native chureh.”
